Popular Preferences Based Primarily on Domestic Issues 


If public opinion surveys are 
any yardstick, the popular sup- 
port for the Ikeda Cabinet 
seems to be on the decline. 
This statement is based on 
two polls conducted independ- 
ently of each other by two 
separate agencies. 

One of them is the Asahi 
Shimbun which made the study 
or.
